SEAN Keogh Is an un- 
fashionable goalkeep- 
er with an even less 
fashlonable club.

IF there is a classic rags to riches story to

18 months ago the 
Sydney-born Footscray 
JUST defender had just 
left NSW State League 
outfit Manly to venture 
south for work related 
Teasons.

Move to better 


MUCH has been said and written about the 
merits and disadvantages of ethnic clubs 
involved in NSW Soccer. 


It is a recorded fact that in the late fifties 
through to the early seventies, Soccer enjoyed a 
spectator appeal which has not been repeated. 

This was due largely to the support of ethnic 
clubs with proven overseas players of undoubted 
skill. What went wrong? 

Over the years there have been many sugges- 
tions, mostly critical and few offering construc- 
tive alternatives. 

The majority of criticism actually levelled by 
clubs has been directed at the controlling bodies; 
namely the ASF and the NSW Soccer Federation. 

While there may be some justification, it 
should be remembered that it is the clubs in the 
main that actually choose in which direction Soc- 
cer will move. 

1 believe that they are indirectly themselves 
responsible for their own failure to promote or 
further the code through their own lack of pro- 
fessionalism and ability to address the Australian 
way of life. 

To sit back and expect the Soccer fraternity to 
give their wholehearted support to the domestic 
competitions because Australia made the World 
Cup finals in 1974 was suicide; albeit a slow form. 

To sit back and expect the same because we 
made the Olympic finals in ’88 is a case of deja vu. 

Media sources often credit Australian Soccer 
with the development of talent on the playing 
field; highlighting the achievements by players of 
the calibre of Patikas, Krncevic, Dorigo, Mitchell 
and others. 

Rarely, if ever, is any reference made to the 
development of capable and professional admi- 
nistrators at a club or representative level. 

Certainly coaching courses have provided most 
clubs and individuals the opportunity to improve 
the quality of tuition available to budding players. 

But, unless you are prepared to sacrifice your 
own time and money for little or no reward, there 
is no attention being paid to the development of 
administrative peoris these are the people who 
make the final decisions decisions concerning a 
club’s direction and future.

Remember they are ultimately responsible for 
the hiring, firing and promotional activities of a 
club. 

Too often club administrators are: 

© People who became and are involved only/ 
mainly because their children play for a club. 

© People whose main desire is to further their 
own and perhaps company image. 

Many of the ethnic clubs are quick to point out 
that their playing staff includes several players of 
national origin outside their own. 

They use these examples in an attempt to win 
acceptance from the sporting public as a club of 
equal opportunity. 

They do not advertise that to hold a position of 
office and therefore take an active role in the 
clubs future a person has to be:

Consequently where administrative positions 
are concerned, even the most qualified people 
cannot or will not become involved unless they 
meet one of these three criteria. 

Under this system the club’s own future is 
restrictive and discriminative. 

It does not attempt to embrace or tackle the 
real problems of assimilating or winning local 
district support outside of its own ethnic com- 
munity. 

Its promotional activities are tainted and are 
aimed at the dwindling “home country” market. 

By the year 2000 many of our migrant children 
will be so ‘Australianised” that many will not 
even be able to converse in their “home” tongue. 

In a country which offers such a diversity of 
recreational entertainment, a large percentage 
will have no inclination to attend a Soccer match. 

Soccer will always be played; viable professio- 
nal Soccer in Australia is but a dream unless all 
clubs are prepared to totally accept Australia as 
their home country with pride. 

This requires the employment of prctcssional: 
competent administrators at a club level regard- 
less of nationality. 

It also also requires the unification of the code 
at all levels and a marketing policy aimed at the 
total general public, not just minority sections. 

Fully trained administrators would go a long 
way to achieving these goals.

It seems that Maradona was not willed to 
come here. Few would not accept the point 
that he had in truth played himself Into the 
ground, and had to take matters easy until the 
ftallan season begins. 

That leads to the point as to whether his 
absence could cause the series to fail. 

And that In turn leads back to the compe- 
tence and crowd-pulling ability of the teams. 

On the evidence available, the ASF took the 
right step by despatching Johnny Warren 
post haste to make all the necessary en- 
quiries. 

The news that arrived has been compelling- 
ly In favour of strength of Argentine and 
Brazil. 


Brazil's CFB has announced its squad. A 
few players who might have helped the 
strength of the team will not come, but as an 
offset others whom we may not have seen will 
surprisingly be here. 

Overall, if Australia will not welcome teams 
of the likely strength of these two, then some- 
thing Is sorely wrong. 

The Brazilians’ transfer market value is 
astronomical. Argentine in turn won't let Aus- 
tralla down. 

And then there is the case of Saudi Arabia. 
The fact that they have brought in New Zea- 
land for two trial games and Hong Kong for 
another is most revealing of their attitude. 

tt Is an event the like of which has never 
been seen in Australia Soccer history, and 
Indeed In Australlan sports history for that 
matter. 

There are a couple of lesser reservations to 
be overcome however, one of which Is ticket 
pricing. 

It Is necessary to bring in the family content 
at the gate, as well as those who have South 
American affiliations. 


But here Is the chance to get right behind 
the Socceroos, and to see a class of overseas 
player who will rarely ever appear in the Com- 
monwealth of Australla.

Ponturo aims for $100,000 consortium

BRISBANE City plan to form a $100,000 
consortium to back the club if they win 
promotion Into the National League. 

The consortium is the central pivot of the 
club’s plans to finance its push for a place In the 
1989 competition. Clty are currently comfortable 
leaders in the XXXX League and almost certain- 
ly will be Queensiand’s representative in this 
year’s play-offs. 

Brisbane Lions last year won the play-offs to 
regain their NSL status, although that is In dan- 
ger of being lost this season. 

Brisbane City, which played in the first 10 
years of the NSL before being relegated under 
the complex and widely opposed criteria used in 
1986, has always set Its aims to play in the top 
competition available and certainly have one of 
the best ground facilities of any soccer club In 
Australia. 

City secretary John Ponturo has been the 
driving force behind the formation of the NSL re- 
entry plans and is enthusiastic and confident 
that his consortium proposal will be a success. 

Ponturo said the club would form an elite 


membership group with each member paying a 
substantial fee. 

He envisages the elite members will collec- 
tively put forward $100,000. 

In return they will get special benefits at the 
club, a major say In the running of the organisa- 
tlon with some even gaining a place on the 
newly-formed club board. 

“The consortium will be formed in October 
but It won’t be up and running until the start of 
the NSL season next year,” Ponturo said. 

The consortium is part of a three-tier plan 
Ponturo has mapped out to ensure the club 
retains Its NSL status once back in the NSL and 
eventually becomes one of the leading clubs in 
Australia. 


Ponturo said a fulltime marketing and promo- 
tlons manager already had been appointed and 
would start In a fortnight. 

“His job will be to create advertising and look 
after marketing and promotional activities of the 
club,” Ponturo said. 

“We are also blueprinting plans to ensure the 
club will administratively cope with the NSL on 
and off the field.”

THE NSW-Victoria border cities of Albury 
and Wodonga are not known to be 
‘hotbeds’ of Soccer but there is one branch 
of the code which has undergone explosive 


growth in the last 12 months. 


Almost twice as many 
women and girls play 
the sport there than did 
a year ago — and if 
there is a single reason 
for the increase it is a 
petite, wavy haired 18- 
year-old with an insati- 
able thirst for goals. 

Angela I[anotta is on 
the verge of selection for 
the Australian under-19 
team a proud 
achievement for anyone 
— but in the bush where 
this kind of honour is 
rare enough in any 
Sport, it virtually 
guarantees her local 
Superstar status. 

She has had to fight 
all the way to get there. 
“My father wasn’t too 
keen on me playing he’d 
rather I took up athle- 
tics,” she said. 

“But I won him 
round.” 

Even so, she might 
have been condemned 
to playing out her career 
unnoticed in a minor 
local league had it not 
been for an administra- 
tive change within the 
Australian Women’s 
Soccer Association 
which made the Albury- 
Wodonga area part of 
the ACT for the pur- 
poses of selecting a team 
for the national 
championships. 

Instead of having to 
compete for NSW selec- 
tion with the vast num- 
bers of players in far-off 
Sydney, Ianotta had the 
chance to make her 
mark among the smaller 


pool of ACT hopefuls. 

The result was her 
selection for the terri- 
tory’s senior team in the 
1987 Australian 
championships. 

The Albury City strik- 
er relished the chance. 
Her speed, ball skills 
and nose for goals 
brought her to the atten- 
tion of the national 
selectors and she is now 
a member of the under- 
19 training squad. 

Meanwhile, women’s 
Soccer back home has 
taken off, with the first 
division expanding to 
eight teams — two more 
than its ACT equiva- 
lent. “Some of the new 
players are not that 
good, but their skills are 
improving all the time,” 
she said. 

“For instance, 
Wodonga City is in the 
competition now — the 
first time ever.” 

There is little doubt 
that Ianotta’s example 
has played a big part in 
Kindling interest among 
Riverina youngsters 
who can now see some 
point in working hard at 
the sport. 

Her own ambitions 
are clear cut. “To con- 
tinue to represent the 
ACT, develop my skills 
and play for Australia in 
the 1990 World Cup.” 

Which if achieved, 
would probably mean 
the freedom of the cities 
of Albury and Wodonga 
in an area fiercely proud 
of its elite sportspeople.

ENGLAND crashed out of the Euro’88 fi- 
Nails once and for all as the USSR scored 
an emphatic 3-1 win over them in Bonn. 

The Soviets were on fire from the out- 
set, continually shearing up the English 
defence with the speed of Oleg Protassov 
and Igor Belanov. = 

Three goals were scored in the first half 
hour and the Soviets opened their 
account after just two minutes through 
Sergle Aleinikov, when Glenn Hoddle, 
whom England had placed so much hope 
in, lost the ball in 30 metres out from goal 
and new goalkeeper Chris Woods was left 
with no chance. 

England levelled on the quarter hour 
but by that time the warnings were clear, 
the USSR should have been three goals to 
the good. 

Tony Adams, one of the culprits in the 
shoddy English defence, leapt high to 
head home the equaliser. 

Protassov, Belanov and Alexander 
Zavarov were running roughshod over 
the English and the back four of Adams, 
Dave Watson, Kenny Sansom and Gary 
Stevens were having a nightmare — con- 
tinually being caught square. 

Alexi Mikaelichenko restored the 
USSR’s lead and supremacy after 28 mi- 
nutes following a long ball from Gennadi 
Litovchenko was taken on by Vasily Rats 
and the beautifully chipped cross was 
smacked In by Mikaelichenko’s expert 
header. 

Pasulko rounded off the win with a goal 
in the 71st minute and England went 
home losers in all three matches, without 
a point or a prayer. 

For the English little solace could be 
gathered from the brilliant form of skipper 
Bryan Robson, without him in midfield 
they would have been a ship totally with- 
out a rudder, even if they had little direc- 
tion.

Altobelli antici- 
pated the cross perfectly and eluded a defender to 
fire past goalkeeper Peter Schmeichel. 

De Agostini was on target after a cross from the 
right from Giuseppe Bergomi beat the defense and 
came to the far post, where the substitute was on 
hand. 

The Danes had their chances but were denied by 
a tight-knit Italian defence. 

The young Italian team, under the guidance of 
Azeglio Vicini, has already exceeded its own ex- 
pectations by making the last four - but has a 
realistic chance of taking out the title. 

Although the Italians defeated the Soviet Union 
4-1 in Bari in February, the semi-final is expected to 
be a lot closer.

EUROPEAN CHAMPIONSHIP 


ENGLISH and West German Soccer hooli- 
gans fought a pitched battle near Suttgart 
railway station after the England-ireland 
European championship match. 

Witnesses said about 30 chanting West German 
fans charged into a similar number of English in a 
pedestrian precinct. 

Both groups started punching and kicking each 
other before police broke them up. 

The fight lasted about 20 minutes. Police said 11 
people were taken away. 

A total of 52 people, most of them English, were 
detained after several violent incidents in Stuttgart 
city centre in the early hours of the morning. 

By the evening, police had gathered in large num- 
bers in the city, bracing themselves for trouble after 
Ireland surprisingly beat England 1-0 in the after- 
noon. 

“We'll be in the town in force. If there’s any 
trouble we'll deal with it just as we did last night,” a 
police spokesman said later. 

During the early morning, in the ugliest scenes of 
the tournament so far, several groups of fans 
smashed shop windows and brawled in bars. 

About 1500 people quelled the violence, which a 
spokesman later described as “fairly normal for a 
Saturday night in a big city.” 

But British Sports Minister Colin Moynihan, in 
West Germany to monitor the situation, said he was 
concerned and angry. 

“This sort of incident continues to do so much 
damage to our international reputation and indeed 
to the championships. This is a cancer on the back of 
English football,” he said. 

“But I would say that the measures which have 
been taken by the West German authorities in con- 
junction with the English authorities could not, in 
my view, have been improved upon.” 

No charges have so far been brought, but one fan 
known to the police as one of England’s worst thugs 
was immediately put on a plance back home after — 
being sighted in Stuttgart. 

An unfortunate sidelight on the whole affair is 
that, as well as the English ruffians, there are Ger- 
man as well.as Dutch groups who are contributing to 
the problems, which are a slur on the name of the 
game. 
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HOLLAND, defeated 
in the 1974 World 
Cup final by West 
Germany, will be 
out for revenge 
when they take on 
the Germans today 
(Wednesday mor- 
ning) in the Euro- 
pean Nations’ 
Championships 
first semi-final. 

The Dutch were defe- 
ated 2-1 in the Munich 
World Cup final after 
taking the lead in just 
the first minute through 
a Johan Neeskens penal- 
ty, following a foul on 
captain Johan Cruyff. 

But the talented ‘total 
football’ side went to 
sleep from then on and a 
penalty by Paul Breitner 
after Bernd Holzenbein 
was fouled put the Ger- 
mans on level terms and 
when Rainer Bonhof 
supplied goal-machine 
Gerd Muller with a 
beautiful pass the hosts 
parcelled the game up 
just before half-time. 


Curiously the dyna- 
mic Holland side 
couldn’t raise their game 
in the second half to the 
required level and began 
their run of perennial 
bridesmaids. The res- 
plendently decked out 
orange shirted side 
looked set to fall even 
before the ultimate hur- 
dle in these European 
Championships. 

Holland left it until 
the: 83rd minute against 
the unlucky Republic of 
Ireland to grab the win-

ner, when an attempted 
volley from Ronald 
Koeman was expertly 
spun into the net by the 
head of substitute for- 
ward, Wim Kieft. 

The Irish were terr- 
ibly unlucky and for that 
matter, terribly naive or 
brave. Their tactics of 
defending en masse 
against a packed Dutch 
forward line was always 
tempting fate. 

With ten minutes. left 
and the Dutch side get- 
ting desperate for the 
winner — they had what 
many people would con- 
sider the ultimate front- 
line, consisting of Euro- 
pean Golden Boot win- 
ners, Marco van Basten 
and Wim Kieft, Euro- 
pean Footballer of the 
Year, Ruud Gullit and 
new goalscoring hero 
Johnny Bosman. 

Surely the Irish 
should have known bet- 
ter than to attempt to 
shut out the Holland 
side till the end — the 
fact that they held on as 
long as they did was 
more good luck than 
good management. 

Granted the defensive 


attributes of Mick 
McCarthy, Kevin 
Moran and Paul 


McGrath couldn’t be 
questioned but it only 
needed one instinctive 
strike such as that of 
Kieft’s to send them 
packing. Only Tony 
Galvin showed the 
necessary flair in attack 
and testimony to their 
questionable tactics was 
a ten minute period in 
the second half when the 


Dutch side visibly went 
down a gear and strug- 
gled to keep Ireland at 
bay. 

Clean strikes from 
Koeman, Arnold 
Muhren and especially 
the rugged Jan Wouters 
had the Irish backped- 
dling constantly and de- 
spite the relative lack of 
involvement of Gullit, 
the Dutch still perser- 
vered. 

Some are already 
claiming that the differ- 
ence between the Dutch 
‘total football’ side of 
the 70’s and this current 
one, is that Gullit’s men 
know how to continue 
forward and make 
chances when the going 
gets tough — is this real- 
ly so? 

Against the USSR the 
Dutch had all the play, 
yet conceded a marvel- 
lous goal from Vasily 
Rats and then showed a 
rather languid approach 
to grabbing the equalis- 
er. Gullit especially 
must come under scru- 
tiny — is it totally fair to 
compare this man to 
Diego Maradona? 
When Holland needed 
him to take charge, in 
the games against the 
Soviets and Ireland, he 
didn’t — in fact in the 
latter it was his brilliant 
AC Milan team-mate 
Marco van Basten that 
continually tried to pro- 
vide the inspiration for 
the Dutch attacks. 

Van Basten’s hat-trick 
against England proved 
beyond doubt that he is 
a true world-class striker 


Moynihan

BRITISH Sports 
Minister Colin 
Moynihan has re- 
fused to recom- 
mend a return to 
Europe for English 
Soccer clubs in a re- 


port to UEFA presi- 
dent Jacques 
George. 


He does not give an 
official “‘No’’ to the 
proposal either but the 
report paints a bleak 
picture and, coming 
hard on the heels of re- 
ports of English fans 
brutality and drunke- 
ness in West Germany, 
will weigh heavily 
against the English case. 


“The overall marginal 
improvement in be- 
haviour within grounds 
in recent seasons has 
been maintained, but 
there are still disturbing- 
ly large numbers of 
hooligans who seem to 
indulge in aggressive 
and provocative be- 
haviour,” he said. 

The Minister’s report 
catalogues outbreaks of 
hooliganism: documents 
progress in British 
crowd control and says 
the British government 
cannot withdraw pass- 
ports from known 
troublemakers.

ENGLAND’S fallen soccer stars returned home at the weekend 
after their disastrous European championship performance, blam- 
ing themselves rather than manager Bobby Robson, for their 


pitiful results. 


The players arrived at London’s Heathrow Airport to be met by 
girlfriends,wives and children — but only a handful of fans. 

England lost all three of its group games in West Germany, 
suffering ignominious defeats against the Republic of Ireland, 
Holland and the Soviet Union. 

Striker Gary Lineker, who performed disappointingly, said much 
of the criticism of the team was unwarranted. 

“| don’t think we have anything to be ashamed of,”’said Lineker. 
“We didn’t play well but we haven’t committed a crime or any- 


thing. 


“| thought we played well against Holland for a large percentage 
of the game, but we lost confidence.” 

Midfielder Glenn Hoddle said England had been unfortunate. 

“lam very disappointed, but | don’t think we have been dis- 
graced,” Hoddle said.“The lads gave it everything they had to give. 
Sometimes in life things don’t work out.You will always get people 
who want to criticise you. 

“| though the boss (Robson) did a very good job under the 
circumstances. Ifanyone is to be blamed it is the players.You win 
matches as a team and you lose matches as a team.” 

Nottingham Forest midfielder Neil Webb said the loss of three 
straight games had been totally unexpected. 

“We are very down about the way everything has gone,” Webb 


said.

The England players were roundly criticised for lack of fitness 
and spark and their immobile central defenders. 

Much of the attention was deflected from their performances, 
however, by the constant violence involving their fans. 

“We were very much kept in the dark about what was happen- 
ing,” said Lineker. “Hooliganism is black for the country.” 

Webb said the players hadn’t really known what was going on in 


the streets. 


“We were a long way from the trouble,” he said. 
The question now is whether Robson will continue as manager - 
or, indeed, if England will be allowed to continue to compete in 


international soccer. 


DENMARK,

“This is the end of a 
great era in Danish foot- 
ball. We have had some 
tremendous results with 
this team, the best in the 
history of the country,” 
manager Sepp Piontek 
said after the 2-0 defeat 
by West Germany here. 
“Now the time has come 
to build a new side.” 

The result, De- 
nmark’s second defeat 
in as many matches, 
meant it could not quali- 
ty for the semi-finals. 

Piontek — who could 


himself quit after the 
championships, even 
though his contract runs 
until 1990 — added: 
“What has been most di- 
sappointing about this 
tournament is that we 
have beaten ourselves. 

“*To succeed you 
needed to have come 
here with a team at the 
top of its form. Unfortu- 
nately that wasn’t case 
for us. Our preparations 
were badly hit by in- 
juries.” 

Piontek, a West Ger- 
man, took over as mana- 
ger in 1979 and profited 
from an exceptionally 
talented generation of 
footballers, playing with 
clubs all over Europe, to 
make the Danes great. 

Denmark emerged on 
the way to the 1984 
European Champion- 
ships, knocking out En- 


gland in the qualifiers 
and going all the way to 
the semi-finals before 
losing to Spain on penal- 


ties. 

At the 1986 World 
Cup in Mexico its su- 
perb first round displays 
— with strikers Preben 
Elkjaer and Michael 
Laudrup to the fore — 
set the tournament 
alight. 

But once more the 
Spanish finished off the 
Danes, handling out a 5- 
1 second round 
thrashing to send the 
Scandinavians to a pre- 
mature exit. 

Defender John Sive- 
baek said on Tuesday: 
“We just haven’t been 
very good. We’ve no 
longer got the speed we 
used to have, the spark 
has gone and perhaps 
also the ambitions.”
